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Blood service refuses gay's dons’

n Edmonton man who was 
Alive away when he tried to 

donate blood to Canadian 
Blood Services — even though it 
accepted blood from him a month 
ago — says the agency is discrimi- 
nating against gay men. 

And now the agency is tracking 
down the man’s previous donation 
to destroy it 

Anthony Easton says he donated 
blood to the Canadian Blood Ser- 
vice in late June or early July. But 
when the 18-year-old returned for 
a scheduled donation appointment 
Tuesday, he was told the CBS 
wouldn't accept his donation after 
Easton said he was gay. 

“They asked me about sex 
(when he donated blood earlier 
this year) and I outed myself then 
— I thought it was the fair thing to 
do,” Easton said. “I told them I was 
gay but celibate.” 

When Easton went through the 
screening process again on Tues- 
day, he was turned away. 

Ian Mumford, a spokesperson 
for CBS in Ottawa, said the agency 
doesn’t accept donations from 
men who have had sex with men 
because “the incidence of HIV 
(infection) is higher in the gay 
community than the heterosexual 
community.” 

Trends of infection rates, he 
added, are closely monitored. 

When Easton told the nurse he 
has had sexual relations with men, 
but hasn’t engaged in high-risk 
sex, he was told CBS couldn't 
accept his donation.

It asks male 
donors if they have had sex with 
another man since 1977 (when the 
HIV virus emerged in gay commu- 
nities as an urgent public health 
concern). 

“My question to that would be is 
having sex with a man since 1977, 
whatever the term ‘sex’ means, 
more high risk than a heterosexual 
guy who has had 30 partners? How 
do you measure that?” Mckibben 
said. “There is a presumption here 
that if you are gay you are auto- 
matically engaging in unsafe sex.” 

Mckibben said the HIV Edmon- 
ton board hasn’t come up with a 
formal position on the matter and 
will discuss the issue in the near 
future.

body and flavor to hold its own 
with this strongly flavored soup. 

Roast pork and McNally’s Irish 
Ale: This substantial and strong 
beer has sufficient buttery, malty 
character to complement the

eRaw oysters and Guinness 
Stout: The dry texture and roast 
astringency of the stout is a pleas- 
ing contrast to the briny character 
of the oysters. 

Rainbow trout and Ferdinand 
Pilsner: The hoppy, delicate flavor 
and dry finish of Pilsner enhances 
the light flavor of this fish, without 
overwhelming it. 

Perhaps restaurants will some 
day select their beers with the 
same care as they do their wines. 
Until then, we can best experiment 
with beer and food at home.

Whether any of this information 
piques your curiosity or not, you 
should go see Nights of Cabiria. 
It’s a beautiful and moving»film, a 
perfect mix of comedy and pathos 
that knocks the smirk off Roberto 
Begnini’s face. The visuals are a 
beautifully composed stream of 
black-and-white images, and the 
complementary richness of the 
story and the performances gives 
the film the depth and scope of a 
novel. 

Masina’s performance has been 
compared to Chaplin for its subtle 
comic flair. If it weren't for her 
tender and funny rendering of the 
ever-hopeful Gabiria, the movie 
would actually be pretty depress-

shows her being robbed by her

But the wild characters, crazy 
mambos and raucous tone make 
the film seem somehow upbeat 
You start to laugh with the irre- 
pressible heroine when she gets 
trapped in a famous actor's bath- 
room while he has a reconciliation 
with his vavoom-ish girlfriend, or 
when she’s humiliated at a magic 
show, or when she’s flipping off 
some high class stitutes who 
look down on her gaudy fur jacket. 

The film is infused with Fellini's 
trademark circus-like atmosphere, 
veering between boisterous hilari- 
ty and a woozy dreaminess, which 
makes Nights all the more watch- 
able. From here, the great director 
proceeded to his acknowledged 
masterpieces, La Dolce Vita and 8- 
1/2, but he never recaptured the 
earthiness and narrative simplicity 
of Nights of Cabiria. 

All of this background info is 
fine if you're a film studies major, 
but Fellini's film won't just appeal 
to students and film buffs. More 
than a relic of film history, Nights 
of Cabiria is a moving story, 
superbly told, and what more 
could you possibly want from a 
movie?
